I do not set myself up as an author¬ 
ity in competition with eminent en¬ 
gineers and others who ha vs reported 
on the railroad, but the knowledge I 
have gained of the POE. end re¬ 
sources sdjaocnt to It baa been that of 
first hand during trips over the com¬ 
pleted and projected line from tide¬ 
water to the Peace e.ver, and through 
years spent traveling the more remote 
sections of the Province, and especially 
through the north. 

For a short while before the war 1 
was on the location of part of the 
northern section of the railway and I 
know the speed with which the location 
wus conducted. The railroad waa con¬ 
ceived during the latter part of the 
boom days in tbe Province, construc¬ 
tion being started about the time of 
the co mpletio n of the O.T.P. Through 
hurry to get construction started the 
location survey was rushed through 
and not enough time was allowed for 
revision of tbe line, the result being 
that on certain sections the grades are 
heavier than otherwise would have been 
the case.

For 
that matter moat ot the bridges were 
of a temporary character and would I 
have required replacement before now j 
Many of the shorter bridges, and poe- 1 
albly some of the longer ones, can be 
replaced by fills wltbout the addition 
of trestle work, the old bridges acting 
aa such, and the expense of pulling 
down the old bridge and erecting »i 
new one Is eliminated. The only dlfft- 
cutty, and probably the greatest single 
expense, la the Cottonwood River cross¬ 
ing If. however, euginkers employed 
by the railway were allowed the time 
to thoroughly Investigate. I am sure a 
better and more economical croaalng 
can be secured than any of those al¬ 
ready selected It may mean the 
scrapping of a few miles of graded 
line, but It may be well worth It. 

Aa far aa construction of the Une 
from Prince Oeorge to the Peace river 
is concerned. I am afraid that no con¬ 
tractor working on the unit basis wlU 
make a fortune.

There has been objection taken to 
giving any land grant to parties will¬ 
ing to oomplete the railway to the 
Peace River. Of what value Is this 
land at present remote and undevel¬ 
oped. unless transportation la given It? 
It has been proved time and time 
again, and to the Borrow of tbe big 
land speculator, that land Is practically 
valueless unless It Is producing some¬ 
thing. it matters not what, crops, rente, 
etc., or has the prospect of producing 
in some form or other. Most of the 
land laid aside for the grant produces 
nothing, and the only prospect if has 
of producing depends upon the rail¬ 
way Of what use and value are the 
millions of acres of fertile land and 
thousands of square miles of magnifi¬ 
cent timber if modern transportation 
facilities are not provided to market 
the produce and products from tha 
same? 

I do not believe that our natural re¬ 
sources should be given away recklessly, 
but Idle Crown lands produce nothing, 
not even takes, and in exchange for the 
land grant a modem railway la pro¬ 
vided. which will allow those resources 
to be developed end homes and work 
will be provided tor thousands. 

TO see that traffic Is obtained In 
paying quantities, the railway will be 
obliged to settle the land and have 
lumber and mining operators locate ad¬ 
jacent to the railway. It would be 
foolish for the railway to Mil off the 
grant and not obtain.settlers, otherwise 
from where la the traffic coming? 
While traffic Is made for the railway

"Summing up my propoeal. the mem¬ 
bers will see that It contemplates the 
ultimate settlement of 90.000.000 acre* 
of land by some 350.000 to 300,000 
fanners. These, srlth their families 
and the urban population which will 
be required and the consequent de¬ 
velopments which will follow, will add 
3.000.000 new people to the prairie 
provinces. 

"The title of the scrub lands I have 
referred to rests In Lha crown. This 
affords an oppor tu nity to advertise free 
homesteads There is no Inducement 
which compares with this: ‘One hun¬ 
dred-and-sixty-acre farm free.’ 

"1 suggest these lands be given as 
homesteads to nsw settlers free from 
all taxes for the first five years and 
subject only to the costs of clearing 
and the construction of modest farm 
buildings." 

He would spread the homesteaders' re¬ 
payments of the Government's ad¬ 
vances over thirty years. Beginning at 
the sixth year they would average 
9114.79 a year. 

He estimated that for the period the 
Government would be called on to 
finance about $30,000,000 a year or a 
total of 4300.000.000

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UNIVERSITY EEES 

A n amazing suggestion in re- 

gurd lo fees for student courses at the Uni¬ 
versity of British Columbia]! is made in an editorial 
ii The Colonist this morning. Our contemporary 
contends that the present scale is "miserably inade¬ 
quate" and advocates an increase in the annual fea 
(or the Arts course, now $100, to $400; in the 
Applied Science course from $150 to $500; in 
Agriculture from $100 to $400. 

Obviously the morning paper does not know 
that for ihe most part the male of fees in effect in 
the University of British Columbia is higher than 
in any other university in Canada. The only ex¬ 
ception is McGill, where the fee for the Arts 
course is $125 and for Applied Science $205. 
"forontotJnivcnity charges $92 for Arts and $150 
for Applied Science; Queen's, $70 for Arts and 
$130 for Applied Science: Dalhousie, $90 for Arts 
and $125 for Applied Science; Manitoba. $65 for 
Arts, $100 for Applied Science, and $38 for Agri¬ 
culture: Saskatchewan. $42 for Arts. $60 for Ap¬ 
plied Science, and $60 for Agriculture; Alberta. 
$60 for Arts. $60 for Applied Science for the first 
year and $100 for each subsequent year; and $50 
for Agriculture. 

Our contemporary, of course, solicitous for the 
welfare of our country, should desire to see British 
Columbia's youth remain in this Province. But is 
it not aware that fees at tha University of Washing¬ 
ton and most other American universities are lower 
than our own university? If The Colonist's proposals 
were adopted, many of our young people would be 
driven to American seats of learning, to be lost to 
Canada for all time. Those who attend the 
University of British Columbia, however, realize what 
this country holds out to them and stay here to assist 
in its development. Would it not be better business 
for this Province, for the Dominion as a whole, if 
university education could be made still cheaper, not 
more expensive) We doubt if a single other Can¬ 
adian newspaper could be found to support such an 
amazing plan as the morning paper propounds. 

Another objection to The Colonist’s proposal is 
that it would limit a university education to the chil¬ 
dren of wealthy parents. Such a scale of charges 
would oblige at least four-fifths of the present stu¬ 
dent body of the University of British Columbia to 
drop out because the expense would be too great. It 
would reduce Victoria’s representation in our uni¬ 
versity from several hundreds to about a dozen. 

Adoption of the morning paper's scale of fees 
likewise would defeat the very object which it says 
the P i ov i nce should strive for—a lower coat to the 
taxpayer for the maintenance of the university. It 
would reduce the size of the student body to insig¬ 
nificant proportions, but we still would be burdened 
with large overhead and maintenance charges. 

Our contemporary ought to be able to realize 
by this time that we are living in 1928 and not 
in the middle ages. These are the days of equal 
opportunity in respect of education, and woe betide 
the country, particularly a young and growing country 
like Canada, which handicaps the prospects of its 
youth by reserving university courses for the rich 
only. 

BUTTER AND THE TREATY 

D uring the session of the house 

of Commons at Ottawa die Canadian-Auetralian 
trade treaty has been under discussion and several 
delegations representative of the dairying industry 
have pleaded with the Government to alter the pro¬ 
vision in the poet which permits butter from the Anti¬ 
podes to enter Canada on the payment of one cent 
per pound duty. The organization of this opposi¬ 
tion to the arrangement was entrusted to the Na¬ 
tional Dairy Council and that body will continue to 
utilize all its resources in the hope of accomplishing 
its object. 

Just as often as opponents of the butter section of 
the treaty detail their grievances, however, govern¬ 
ment statisticians declare as emphatically that the 
volume of importations has depressed neither market 
■or prices. They point out that the current price 
of butter is attributed to the price last year being 
above the export figure, causing large stocks lo be 
Accumulated. In getting rid of them now, of course, 
the current price is affected. Incidentally, we are re¬ 
minded by The Vancouver Province that the total 
amount of butter imported by Canada from the Anti¬ 
podes since the treaty went into effect two and a 
half years ago it less than 19,000,000 pounds, or 
•bout two pounds to each Canadian consumer. In 
an exhaustive discussion of the subject our mainland 
contemporary advances this argument in explanation 
of the dairyman’s complaint: < 

There baa been a lolling off In the butUr output o( 
the prairie provinces. What is the reason; One reason 
la better grain crops and better tunes. A second It 
better prices for beef cattle. The prairie fanner la. 
tint of, all. a wheal tanner Ha .bee ao*. eeuiuiebed 
dairying on a commercial beats. He baa not developed 
strains of oattls of high milk yield. He does not like 


milking cows When times are bard, he will keep a law 
cows to help meat hie grocery bills, and at ether times 
he may keep two or three for the convenience of bis 
family, sending the surplus cream to a creamery When 
crops are good and price* high, as during tbs last 
couple of years. Mr. Parmer can pay bla grocer with¬ 
out depending on his cows, and. as a sort of dec¬ 
laration of independence, sends these to the butcher. 
When, aa during recent months, the price for beef cattle 
Is above the average, the temptation to get out of 
dalrylhg l* increased. The prairies, than, have had 
a reason—two reasons—entirely unconnected with the 
Australian Treaty for reducing their butter output. 

The Province alto points out that the present 
price .of butter is not below the average. In 1922 it 
was 36 cents; in 1924, 45 cents; in 1925, 38 
cents; in 1926, 45 cents; m 1927, 44 cents; and 
jn 1928, 41 cents. These ere the prices in March for 
the years mentioned. "There is very good reason, 
too. to regard the low butter price, this year, as due. 
m a measure at least, to a speculation gone wrong." 
the Vancouver journal continues. “Canadian butter 
was bought up last Summer to hold in storage for a 
rite m price in England, and New Zealand butter 
contracted for to supply the Canadien demand. But 
the English price did not go up, and the stored 
Canadian supply and the New Zealand imports met 
on the market." 

It would appear to be good business for the Gov¬ 
ernment to ask departmental experts to go into the 
complaints of die National Dairy Council and see 
just what merit there is in them. We in British Co¬ 
lumbia have a very definite interest indhe treaty, Its 
abrogation would be a serious blow to our canned fish 
and paper exports, both of which, of course, get pre- 
ferentikl treatment under the provisions of the pact. 


BU0KBH0T TALK 

C RITICIZING A PROVISION IN THE 
gaaoline tax legislation authorizing officials to 
entar aay building in search of gasoline on which 
the tax has not been peid, Mr. Pooley is reported 
to have said: “We’ve got to call a halt to this sort 
of thing; the giving of the right to any inspector to 
walk into a man's home whenever and however he 
likes. A man's home was supposed to be his castle. 
It's an old British right, llie sooner someone puts 
a charge of buckshot into one of these men walking 
into a private home without warrant, the sooner the 
attention of the public will be drawn to this state 
of affairs that exists." 

We agree with Mr. Pooley that this provision 
—which fortunately war withdrawn eventually— 
would have been obnoxious in its application to homes, 
but his remark about the use of buckshot was nothing 
less than an incitement to lawlessness of the most 
violent natute. We do not believe for a moment 
that Mr. Pooley actually would like to see an officer 
carrying out his instructions—for the origin of which 
he would not be responsible—lulled or maimed by 
buckshot in any circumstances, but nevertheless the 
use of such language by a public man has a tendency 
to undermine our law enforcement by encouraging 
reckless people to take that law into their own hands. 
Wc art living in Canada, not Mexico. We may re¬ 
mind Mr. Pooley that if it is the British wey to pre¬ 
serve the home is the castle of its occupants' privacy, 
it ia not the British way to use or advocate the use 
of buckshot even in vindicating that right. It is very 
deci^dly the British way to hang or imprison gun¬ 
men whenever they commit crimes of violence. Nor 
is it customary for party leaden, or anybody elat for 
that matter, to use such linguage in British parlia- 
mentary institutions. 

Mr. Davie, of Cowichen-Newcastle, who seems 
always to like to out-Pooley hit House leader in mak¬ 
ing indiscreet remarks, it reported to have said 1 that 
he himself might use buckshot on anybody prowling 
around his home. We do not think Mr. Davie is 
nearly at blood-thirsty as all that. Indeed we do 
not think he ia blood-thirsty at all, but he also should 
know better than to use such language In the House 
or anywhere else. Both he and Mr. Pooley have 
been long enough m the Legislature to have developed 
tome sense of responsibility and a certain measure of 
self-control. Reports of such outbursts mutt make very 
painful reading to Hon. S. F. Tolmie. leader of the 
Conservative Party of British Columbia when he 
reads them at Ottawa.

It to 
practically unbroken right round the 
I hortson With keenest interest as those 
who hay# earned a certain proprietary

still lies, to the Olympics. Then, pick¬ 
ing up the Case ad ee. we revel in their 
1 castellated peaks until ws corns to 
whsre Mount Baker raises Ita volcanic 
cone above the granite base. Then 
past more fine peaks ws pass to the 
entrance to Bute Inlet, beyond which 
the Coast Range to lost behind the 
heights of the Islands But to Mount 
I Rainier visible?

Saving on Tires and Cars, 
Investigations Show 


No less than $1,918 yearly may be 
saved on time for each mile of high 
type pavement that replaoes gravel or 
macadam roads, according to the laet 
set Mo* bulletin of the Iowa Highway 
Commission, which takes as a basis the 
recent Investigations of Washington 
State College. This means that where 
automobile traffic Is heavy, the sav¬ 
ing In the tire wear alone Justifies 
paving. 

Tread rubber on the average tire 
costs about #10 per pound. The 
amount ofi rubber worn off during the 
life of the tire le about 3.4ft pounds. 
It was found that on a good crushed 
stone macadam gurface with 500 ve¬ 
hicles traveling over It dally, the tire 
wear cost in the course of a year Is 
$2,500 per mile. The cost on rigid 
pavements with the same number of 
vehicles is only $672 

The State College has found that a 
properly constructed concrete pave¬ 
ment may be expected to give service 
for at least twenty-five years. Spread¬ 
ing the entire oast of the pavement 
over the period, the average cost per 
year la $1,840. This figure la actually 
•v* per year lees than the eavlng In 
tire wear effected through driving on 
the rigid pavement 

A greater volume of traffic Indi¬ 
cates an even greater need for pave¬ 
ments. Where 2.500 vehicles travel 
dally over a mile of rood, which is 
not \meommon Tf nowaday* the saving 
will be five times as great, or $0,500

BEHIND MOVEMENT 

Sydney Pickles, well known in the flying 
world before the war and one of England's 
earliest pilots, has given hit services to the Aero 
Club as honorary secretary He will in all 
probability assist student aviators. As an ex¬ 
pert. his opinion regarding Victoria's possibili¬ 
ties as an airport are highly valued. 

A paper compiled by Mr. Pickles reads: 

"The development of civil aviation in 
Canada, though much belated, will prove a 
kind of "magic carpel" to this Dominion. It 
will provide comparatively easy transportation 
to the most inaccessible places, as aircraft can 
now alight on mow. ice, water, or land. This 
means of transportation will be worth millions 
of dollars to Canada, and particularly to Brit¬ 
ish Columbia, as it will enable unestimated 
quantities of mineral wealth to be located and 
transported from hitherto totally inaccessible 
places. All that is necessary is a lake, or a 
river, on which to alight. There are large num¬ 
bers of such places amongst the mountains of 
our rugged Province. - 

"In Canada, the Western Canada Airways 
Limited, on their Red Lake—Northern Mani¬ 
toba Service, carried 1,000 passengers, and 
200.000 lbs. of mail, between December 7, 
1926. and August 31. 1927. Probably the 

most interesting performance was the transporta¬ 
tion of eight tons of machinery, dynamite, and 
men from Cache Lake at the terminal of the 
Hudson Bay Railway to Fort Churchill. Thu 
transportation was carried out m the worst of 
weather, during the months of March and April. 

“Never before has there been such interest 
in die various phases of aviatioa in Caaada ai 
il being evinced el the present time.

"The latest Italian “Caprooi" biplane is 
equipped with six engine* of 1.000 horse power 
each, and provides comfortable accommoda¬ 
tion of 100 passenger*. 

"The Germans are building a huge mono¬ 
plane. equipped with twelve engines, for the 
German transallantic aeroplane service. 

"The trans-Canadian air liner would take 
all ib passenger* and freight at Victoria, and 
make Winnipeg, its next stop, in about eight 
hours. After a stop of about half an hour, the 
plane would proceed direct to Montreal, taking 
another levrn or eight hours. This is not futile 
imagination. 

"Preeent day air linen maintain a speed of 
125 miles per hour, on a course of 1.100 miles. 
This is now being accomplnhed regularly by the 
Imperial Airways Company in their service be¬ 
tween Cairo, in Egypt, and Basra on the 
Persian Gulf. The most important and essen¬ 
tial thing is to have a site secured for the Paci¬ 
fic terminal air port, which is large enough for 
trans-Canadian air liner potentialities. For in¬ 
stance. Denver hat 281 acres; Temps, Florida, 
240 acres: Seattle, 412 acres, and London. 
England. (Croydon) has oust 500 acres. An 
air port site of ai least 200 acres, preferably of 
square shape, is suitable for • service of thn 
kind, of which seventy-five to 100 acres should 
be prepared for the immediate use of the smaller 
types of aeroplanes. It is absolutely essential 
that the air port be able to expand ib area to 
200 acres or more, as developments warrant. 
The first seventy-five to 100 acres being looked 
upon as a purely temporary measure. Such a 
site on the high level plateau' it obtainable within

“The mooring mast and aeroplane hangars, 
offices, end so on, should all be built by tht 
companies and individuals using the air port, 
after letsiag the necessary space for same from 
the muncipality, or government body in control 
of the air port. 

"Air transport is destined in the near futum 
to become equally, if not more important than 
shipping ports are at present. 

"Victorians should get behind the Aero 
Club whole-heartedly, end make Victoria tho 
Pacific terminal air port of Canada. 

"The Aero Club has already Knt out a 
considerable amount of publicity propaganda t* 
England and Australia, in order to put Vk^ 
tori* on the air map. 

“One can hardly realize the enormous ad¬ 
vantages that will accrue to Victoria, and inci¬ 
dentally to ib resident* and burines* men. should 
Victoria become the Pacific terminal air port 
of Canada. This meant that politics will un¬ 
doubtedly play a large part in the final choice 
despite the expert opinion on the subject, there¬ 
fore every influence possible will heve' to be 
exercised. A few enthusiastic individuals can¬ 
not do much alone, and it requires the whole¬ 
hearted co-operation of the community." 

(All references to airships refer to dirigible 
airships of the Zeppelin type, and not to largo 
air-liners of the aeroplane type.)

\ Victoria has a special interest in all this.

determined. . Other groups of stars, 
such aa the rad variable*, give a high 
velocity of the solar motion alxty-two- 
km. per second for one and 162 
for another group, slap Indicating their 
motion aa a whole with respect to the 
aveAge stara.

But the 
curious thing about the motion of all 
these' groups of celestial objects la 
that they are all directed substantial¬ 
ly In the same direction toward a 
point in the constellation Cepheus. 
»nd that this direction le nearly In 
the galactic plane towards longitude 
slxtt-one degrees. Strom berg calls 
this peculiarity In the distribution of 
the velocities an Asymmetry In Stel¬ 
lar Motions, snd while he first stated 
It might be due to a velocity restric¬ 
tion in space, he haa offered no con¬ 
vincing explanation of IU cause 


SPACE MOTION* 


The knowledge of the radial veloc¬ 
ities and the transverse velocities or 
proper motions of several thousand 
I stars having been determined, we are 
now In a position to determine the 
total velocities in magnitude and di¬ 
rection. or the apace motions of the 
stars As the taro velocities are at 
right angles to each other, the total 
velocity will be the square root of the 
sum of the squares of the two veloc¬ 
ities, and its direction will he deter¬ 
mined by the direction or position 
angle of the proper motion and the 
ratio of the taro component velocities.. 

Unfortunately, although the radial 
velocities are given in.kilometres per 
second, the transverse velocities are 
known only in seconds of arc per year. 
This can be reduced to kilometres per 
second only when the parallax wr dis¬ 
tance of the star Is known. Two ex¬ 
amples of well known stars. Capella 
and Arcturus. will suffice to show the 
method. Capella has a radial velocity 
of plus 80 km. per second, a proper mo¬ 
tion of 0 480 and a parallax of 0 068. Aa 
the parallax la the angle at the star 
subtended by the astronomical unit, 
the distance from the earth to sun. 
and the proper motion la the angle 
at the aun made by the star's motion 
In a year, and as both these angles 
have a common side, the distance 
from star to aun. the space covered 
In a year owing to proper motion la 0.439 
divid'd by 0 069 plua M9.900.000'km,. 
aa can be seen from Pig. 1. which rep¬ 
resents the composition of velocities in 
several cases This distance divided by 
the number of seconds In a year gives 
the tangrntlal velocity which femes out 
thirty km per second This can be 
expressed more simply aa 149.500,000 
km per year equals 4 70 km par sec¬ 
ond. by the arose velocity In kilometres, 
per second equals 4 74 multiplied by 
the proper motion and divided by the 
parallax The space velocity Is lienee 
the square root of 1.800 equals 42.4 km. 
per second, and aa the radial veloc¬ 
ity Is positive or one of recession the

ond About 800.000 years ago they 
were nearest the sun at a distance of 
stxty-flve light yeara. and In 64.000.- 
000 « years more the cluster will have 
receded so far that K will appear aa a 
sparse globular cluster only visible In 
the telescope about twenty minutes of 
arc in diameter, one sixteenth Its pre¬ 
sent sloe. 

An even more Interesting group of 
start Is the Ursa Major 8 ystem. The 
similar motions of five of the bright 
stars of the Dipper all but Alpha, the 
star at the extreme Up of the bowl, 
war first pointed out by Proctor In the 
last century and later confirmed by 
triore accurate measures of both prop¬ 
er motion and radial velocity. But the 
cluster was much extended by Hertz- 
sprung to Include such apparently dis¬ 
tant stars as Sirius. Alpha Corona#. 
Beta Auriga# and Beta Ertdanl. The 
Dipper stars are about seventy-five 
light yeara away, while Sirius la only 
nine light yean distant. This cluster 
apparently occupies a disc-shaped re¬ 
gion of space in which our sun. though 
not a member. Is apparently situated 
and la 'moving towards 4 point In 
the Milky Way south of Aqulla with 
a speed of twenty-nine km. per 
second. « 

T he motions and distances of the 
other cluster* mentioned have also 
been determined, but aa they are not 
of such peculiar Interest, and aa time 
does not permit discussing them more 
freely, we must pass on to the con¬ 
sideration of other systematic or pre¬ 
ferential movements of the stars 


of the etara. Here. also. It la apparent 
If the radial velocities of stars In all 
regions ‘of the sky are known thoee 
In the neighborhood of the solar apex 
will appear to be. In general, approach¬ 
ing those at the antlapex receding 
while for thoee at the aides the radial 
velocity will be Uttle affected. Just 
aa with the proper motions, all the 
data can be mathematically treated so 
as to get the best possible value of the 
apex and the solar velocity from the 
stellar velocities available The deter¬ 
minations of the solar motion from 
the rad laf velocities we owe mainly to 
the foresight and energy of Campbell, 
who first so developed the spectro¬ 
graph in 1695 that reliable radial ve¬ 
locities could be obtained, marking a 
new era In the work, and then set out 
to obtain accurate radial velocities 
over the whole sky establishing an 
observatory In the Southern hemis¬ 
phere for this special purpose. A con¬ 
siderable portion of the energy and 
time of the Lick Observatory and Its 
southern annex were devoted to ob- 
trinlng accurate radial velocities of all 
atora brighter than 53 magnitude, of 
which the spectra admitted reasonably 
accurate measurement The results of 
this' great undertaking have Just been 
published giving in all the velocities of 
2.600 stars, of which 2.149 were used 
to obtain the solar motion. The solar 
apex came out aa R A. equals 270.6 de¬ 
grees. Dec. equals 29.2 degrees about 
two degrees distant from that deter¬ 
mined from the proper motions, while 
thr solar velocity towards this point is 
19.66. practically . twenty km. per 


OORT** CONFIRMATION OF A 
GALACTIC ROTATION 


Such a confirmation was first given 
by Oort a few months ago. who was 
sole to show that the m o t ions of the 
more distant stars In our neighbor¬ 
hood In the system were of such a 
character that they were most easily 
explained by a rotation of the .galaxy, 
such as assumed by Llndblad. r 
Let us examine according to Oort’s 
method what we should expect to find 
In addition to the asymmetry of stel¬ 
lar motions if the galactic system 
were In rotation about a very distant 
centre Such a rotation could be 
maintained by. and would indicate, a 
gravitational force directed toward the 
centre and due Co the wMole quantity 
of matter In the system. If we amid 
imagine all the matter In the system 
collected at or condensed towards the 
centre, the force. Just aa in the solar 
system, would be proportional to the 
Inverse square of the distance and the 
stars nearer the centre would have a 
g’.cster velocity .than those farther out. 
similar to the solar system where the 
innermost planets have a much higher

To determine Its trans¬ 
verse or cross motion, or what Is gen¬ 
erally known as its "proper motion" 
v.-hich Is measured In seconds of arc 
per annum, we obviously need, another 
similar observation of the same star, 
surrounded with similar precautions 
Owing to the excessive minuteness of 
the proper motions, averaging aa they 
do for the naked eye stars about one- 
tenth bl a aeoondof arc in a year, 
corresponding to e displacement In the 
sky of the diameter of the moon In 
18.000 years. It Is evident that the 
longer the Interval of time between 
th* two observation* the better, and 
It Is Utile use considering sny Inter¬ 
val less than twenty yean, while fifty 
yeara la much preferable. Thus we 
may have two carefully corrected po¬ 
sitions of the same star, twenty, fifty 
and one-hundred years apart, and 
may hence expect now to determine 
the proper motion. But we find that 
the greater part of the apparent 
change of position la due to changes 
in the earth’s motion producing pre¬ 
cession. nutation and aberration, all 
of which have to be carefully correct¬ 
ed for. There Is some uncertainty in 
the constants of these terms which 
effect the derived proper motion and 
r.lsp In the coefficients of the refrac¬ 
tion in our own atmosphere, the lat¬ 
ter. aa you know, making the star 
appear higher than It really Is. and 
this difference must be accurately al¬ 
lowed for.

As early as 1906. Kapteyn discovered

The difference between the two po¬ 
sitions la probably portly due to errors 
in the proper motions in declination, 
but mostly to the different stars em¬ 
ployed. for. aa vrtii have been realised, 
the solar motion is nor |determ!ned 
from a series of stationary points, but 
from a number of moving stars. The 
theory of the method assumes that 
the stare are moving at random both 
in velocity and direction, and . the 
solar motion la determined as It were 
from the centre of gravity of the mo¬ 
tions of the stars employed It was 
early real I red by Campbell and also by

If the st4rs then are moving at ran¬ 
dom as viewed from the earth some 
will appear to be approaching, some 
receding, some moving transversely 
end In all combinations of theaa vari¬ 
ous directions. The first question 
that arises then Is how do we detect, 
differentiate and measure these mo¬ 
tions? Let us first consider the sim¬ 
pler problem of the motion towards or 
from ua. motion In the line of sight. 
It la perhaps nowadays fairly generally 
known that we ban detect and meas¬ 
ure the motion of approach or reces¬ 
sion of the stara. their radial velocity 
aa it Is called, by means of the spec¬ 
troscope. by the displacement of the 
spectral lines of the star to red or vio¬ 
let of their normal positions. A dis¬ 
placement to the red signifies the re¬ 
cession of the star and to the violet 
the approach. a displacement of a 
thousandth of an Inch, corresponding 
with the spectroscope In general use 
here, to a speed of about bO kms. 30 
miles per second. By this means the 
redial velocities of nearly 4.000 stars 
hare been determined to an accuracy, 
in general, of leaa than a kilometre per 
second. The average radial velocity 
of the stare la of the order of 20 kms . 
12 miles per second, but there are a 
number of stars with speeds greatly In 
excess of this 100, 200. 800 up to 385 
km.. 250 miles a second for the vari¬ 
able star R. Z. Lyras. While the radial 
velocities of the spiral nebulae often 
exceed 1 , 000 . In one case reaching 
1.800 km. a second.

of the solar system It began to be 
considered aa a star with similar di¬ 
mensions. physical condition and mo¬ 
tions as the other atora. But the prob- 
I lem of determining its motion through 
space from our position on a planet 
1 revolving around it did not seem an 
easy one as we con never get away 
, from. It, as from the other stars, to 
; observe Its motion directly. But If the 
l sun la moving among the stars in a 
I given direction, and If. as we have 
supposed, the motion of the stars Is 
approximately at random, the stars In 
j the direction of approach will appear, 
in general, to open out. those behind 
i to close In and at the sides to move 
backward Just as when one walks 
through a loosely scattered crowd In 
a park. The first atempt to deter¬ 
mine the motion of the sun in this 
way Was by Sir William Herachel In 
1 783 from the proper motions of 
thirteen stars, and he wae successful 
Hi showing that tha aun was moving 
towards a point In the constellation 
Hercules R A equals 262 degrees. Dec. 
26 degrees, which la only ten degrees 
from the most modern determinations, 
a remarkable agreement considering the 
meagreness of the data. As tha num¬ 
ber of known proper motions Increased 
simple mathematical methods were de¬ 
veloped for treating these motions and 
closer and closer approximations to the 
point towards which the aun la mov¬ 
ing colled the solar apex were made, 
the final being a determination by 
Wilson from 2.748 corrected proper mo¬ 
tions which give the apex .at R A. 
equals 270 8 degrees. Deo. equals 27.0 
degrees. While It la possible to deter¬ 
mine the solar velocity also from prop¬ 
el motions and parallaxes, this velocity 
la much simpler and more accurately 
determined from the radial velocities 


parallel motions, generally called mov¬ 


ing clusters, wfilch appear to be inde¬ 
pendent subsidiary syttems In addi¬ 
tion to these cluster motions there la 
a general preference of motion of the 
stars In two opposite directions In the 
galactic plane at a relative speed of 
about forty kilometers per second.

km per second In the galactic plan? 
In the general direction of longitude 
sixty-one degrees. 

An attempt has been made to ex¬ 
plain the two-drift or stream motions 
of the stars aa due to the gravitational 
attraction of the local atellar system 
directed towards the centre The or¬ 
bital motions of the atom In two op¬ 
posite directions around this gravita¬ 
tional centre. Interfered with as they 
are bound to be by encounters and 
local action might produce a prefer¬ 
ential motion of the type observed. 
But this hypothesis will not suitably 
represent the asymmetry In stellar 
motions observed by Stromberg. and 
the only hopeful explanation of this 
phenomenon seems to be in a recent 
hypothesis by Llndblad of a roUtlon 
of the whole galactic system Aa la 
well known, some rather fanciful Ideas 
have been peld about the roUtlon of 
the stars with attempt* to show the 
central position of the aun. The most 
specific wae by Modler. about the 
m’ddle of the Nineteenth Century, 
who ..attempted to show from the sup¬ 
posed curvature of ths proper motions 
that ths stellar system was in roUtlon 
About Aleyone. the brightest star of 
the Pleiades, but this was soon shown 


to the distribution of the stara In our 
own system Indicates great condensa¬ 
tion towards the centre, and In addi¬ 
tion the analogy with the great gpirml 
nebulae, all of which are strongly con¬ 
densed towards the centra and of the 
same order of dimensions aa our galas- 
itc system, point to the conclusion 
that the distribution of the. matter 
!n the galactic system Is not uniform 
but that there le a decided condense* 
Mon towards* the centre. In tuch a 
case the force would, of course, be di¬ 
rected toward* ths centre and would 
be some function of ths distance from 
the centre Intermediate between tha 
two extreme forms of direction as the 
distance > and Inversely aa the square 
of the distance The work of Oort 
seems to show that three-fifths of the 
graviutlonal force arises from the 
mass concentrated near the centrfc 
v.hlch he finds should be about 60.- 
000 . 000.000 times the sun’s mass, a 
mass much larger than generally aupr 
posed. This proposition Indicated un- 
nt'fUkably that the naarer the contra 
of rotation will have a higher apeed.

! homogeneous list of proper motions 
extant la the Preliminary Oeneral 
Catalogue of Boss. Issued In 1910 , con¬ 
taining the accurate positions and 
proper motions of 6.188 stars brighter 
than 65 m The proper motions of 
several thousand other stara have also 
been determined, but they are not re¬ 
duced to ths seme uniform system as 
In Boas. Lewis Boss’s su cce sso rs , heeded 
by hla son* Benjamin Boss, are en¬ 
gaged In extending this work, and ip 
a few years we should know reliable 
proper motions of many more thou¬ 
sands of stars. 

As previously stated the average 
proper motion of a naked eye star la 
about one-tenth of a second per an¬ 
num. a change In position equival¬ 
ent to one-thlrtyaecond of an Inch 
viewed from a distance of a mile 
Thera are many atora which move 
much faster than this, but the great 
majority much slower...

The asymmetry of stellar motions 
found by Stromberg and which was 
not explained by any other hypothesis 
and in which you will remember the 
sxls was directed towards galactic 
fongttude slxty-one degrees, follows 
simply from Lindblod's theory of gal¬ 
actic rotation. Tou may remember 
that the centre of the system of glob¬ 
ular dusters and hence the position 
of the rotational centre of the various 
rub-systems was In the direction of 
Sagittarius at galactic longitude 825 
dr frees. The direction of Stromberg'* 
axis at slxty-one degrees is then Just 
ninety-six degrees away from the di¬ 
rection towards the centre of rotation. 
It may hence be said then, that the 
axis of asymmetry .Is perpendicular to 
the radius to the centre within the 
errors of the determination. The di¬ 
rection of the axis of asymmetry and 
star streaming with respect to the di¬ 
rection to the centre of rotation, all 
lying In tha Galactic Plane are well 
rhown In Pig.

Xt urly recognized that there 
was a similarity of motion among the 
members 4 certain groups or clusters 
of stars in the aky. the most familiar 
example perhaps being, the Pleiades, 
which were shown to be moving in the 
sum# direction. Another example of 
what we may term moving clusters is 
Prwesepe. another' of the well-known 
dusters Is Perseus, while there are 
others laaa well known In Scorpio and 
Orion. The one about which we have 
the most certain information la the 
cluster in the constellation Taurus 
which was first found and Investigated 
by Lewis Bos*. It has been shown 
from the proper motions that about 
eighty stars in the neighborhood of the 
Hyadss. covering an area of the sky 
about twenty degree square, are all 
moving apparently towards a point In 
the Sky a little east of Betelgense. the 
bright red star In Orion, with, aa con¬ 
firmed by the radial velocities, nearly 
the same speed When this conver¬ 
gent point and the proper motions are 
knowm. the distance of every *Ur In 
the cluster can be accurately and very 
simply determined If the radial veloc¬ 
ity of one or more aUra of the cluster 
Is known.

EFFECT OF ROTATION ON RADIAL 
VELOCITY 


The measurement of the positions 
of the stars In the sky wae the first 
problem of professional astronomy, de¬ 
riving Its primary importance from 
lire necessities of navigation.* It re- 
mslnsd the fundamental problem of 
Astronomy practically until the pres¬ 
ent century when It haa been dis¬ 
placed by the study of the constitu¬ 
tion and physical conditions of the 
stars This measurement, as moat of 
you know, is carried out by a transit 
Instrument or for refined work, a 
meridian circle. In either case con¬ 
sisting of a telescope mounted on an 
accurately levelled axle, perpendicular 
tc the optical axis ->of the telescope 
end directed due east and west. It 
hence traces out the great circle In 
the sky containing the zenith and the 
north and south p oise. In other words. 
It can observe Mars only when they 
pas* the meridian.
